Economic Advancément Should be 


Abreast of Advancement in Pro- 
ductive Power 


Industrial experiments and investi- 
gations by Canadian universities are 
to be promoted by the Dominion goy- 
ernment, according to announcements 
from Ottawa. Governmental inability 
to use or open opportunities for the 
great volume of human efficioncy now 
involuntarily idle or partly so has not 
lessened the impulse toward improv- 
ing or increasing efficiency, This may 
be because the quest for efficiency of- 
fends nobody, while every effort to- 
ward any economic reform that would 
open opportunities for efficiency must 
adversely affect established interests, 
There is here a plausible explanation 
of advances in chemistry, in metallur- 
sy, in electrical engineering, in struc- 
tural desigus, in labor-saving machin- 
ery, and in the mechanical depart- 
ments of every field of industry, con- 
trasting with abject failure in the sim- 
ple economic problem of involuntary 
idleness. Investigators in the physical 
sciences work with a single eye to 
discovery and the application of all ac- 
quired Knowledge to the service of 
humanity, In the fleld of economics 
the student is held back and discour- 
aged by a multitude of restraints. He 
might find flaws in eveu the sources 
of the income of the educational in- 
stitution in which he is working, Ben- 
‘ficiaries promoting investigation 
might be disconcerted by discoveries 
or conclusions. Individual and class 
antagonisms would be encountered. 

The application ot remedies might 
be objectionable to the influential. 
This seems to be an almost inevitable 
obstacle. The problems to be solved 
are not of production, All the power 
and influence are in the hands of 
these who gain, or think they gain, by 
existing defects. The  inthuences 
against reform must in consequence, 
from a momentary point of v 
the strongest. Tolstoi expres 
sentiment of the situation when he 
said he belonged to the class that was 
sitting on the worker and crushing 
him to the earth, willing to give him 


charity, aid, and counsel, and to assist, 


him in every way except .y getting oft 
him. HEeconomie reform, if real 
tangible, must begin by forcing Tol- 
stoi’s class to dismount, and in that 
necessity every country faces an ob- 
stacle so far immovable. The 
quence is that contemporaneous with 
advances in efficiency that multiply 
productive power and create wealth as 
if by magic, there is the mysterious 
spectacle of involuntary idleness and 
an inalLility to all0w productive ca’p- 
acity to be exercised, There is abund 
ant room for efforts toward bringing 
economic advancement abreast of ad- 
vancaments in productive>» power— 
Toronto Globe.

Medicinal Plants 


Large List of Plants, Which Can be 

Grown in Canada, and Command 

a Good Price 

To describe, or even to give a list 
of the five hundred varieties of plants 
that come under the head of medicinal 
as given in a more than ordinarily in- 
teresting bulletin by Assistant Domin- 
fon Botanist, J. Adams, M.A., would 
take up en exceptional amount of 
space, Mr. Adams entitles his pub- 
lication, “Medicinal Plants and Their 
Cultivation in Canada.” It is Bulletin 
No, 23, second series, of the Experi- 
mental Farms, and can be had free by 
addressing the Publications Branch, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa. 
Director Grisdale of the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms, makes a correct es- 
timate when he gays, “Such informa- 
tion as is contained 'n this publication 
should be of value to many of our 
farmers.” Dominion Botanist Gussow 
explains that the bulletin owes its 
preparation to the numerous inquiries 
received from time to time relating to 
the cultivation of plants possessed of 
certain medicinal or health-restoring 
properties. Mr. Adams, who was for- 
merly lecturer on Botany and Vege- 


table Materia Medica at Dublin, Ire- | 


land, suggests that no farmer runs 
any risk by devoting a small plot of 
about an acre to drug culture as an 
expetiment for a few ye-rs, But for 
anybody to go headlong into the busi- 
hess as a speculation would be un- 
wise. 


After dealing with soil, climate, cul- | 


tivation, collection, drying, imports 
and exports, and explaining the terms 
used, Mr, Adani8 gives prominence, 
With faithful illustrations in outline, to 
the medicinal plants in demand. These 
briefly are: 

American White Hellebore or Indian 
Poke, flowers May and June, poison- 
ous, occurs ih swamps and wet woods 
from New Brunswick to British Col- 
umbia; price 8c to 10c per pound. 

Hop, flowers July and August, ripe 
September and October , occurs in 
thickets and on river banks from Nova 
Scotia to Manitoba; cultivated in On- 
tario and British Columbia; 25c to 55c 
a pound. 

Golden Seal, flowers in April, ripe 
in July or August, native in woods of 
Ontario, must be cultivated; $5.45 to 
$5.75 per pound. ‘ 

White Mustard, flowers all summer, 
occurs in fields and waste places; 8c 
per pound 

Black Mustard, occurs in fields and 
waste places; 10c¢ per pound 

Senaca Snakeroot or Mountain Flax, 
flowe May or June, grows in rocky 
woods from New Brunswick to Al- 
berta: 40c to $1.15 per pound. 

sacred Bark or Bearberry, occurs in 
moist situations in the mountains of 
British Columbia; 8¢ to 10e per pound, 

American Ginseng, collected about 
September, occurs in woods in Quebec 
aud Ontario; $5 per pound 

Caraway, flowers May to July, oc- 
curs on Waste ground in Easteru Can- 
ada; 6e¢ to 9¢ per pound. 

Peppermint, flowers July to Sep- 
tember, occurs in wet ground from 
Nova Scotia to Ontario; 9¢ to 16c per 
pound. 

Spearmint, grows in wet grounds 
from Nova Scotia to Ontario; Te to 
20¢ per pound. 

Mr. Adams, in addition to giving de- 
scription and exact illustrations, in 
every case quotes the market price. 
Following the plants in leading de- 
mand, he comes to those used in mod- 
erate or small quantities, such ag Lrish

The Telescribe Records Conversations 
Over the Phone 
If Edison’s new invention would put 
a stop to the foolish and prolonged 
conversation indulged in by some wo- 
men on the telephone it will prove 
welcome to many who are pestered 
with the girl or woman with too much 
time on her hands and no considera- 
tion for busy people. This latest in- 
yention is a device by which telephon- 
ic conversations are automatically re- 
corded, It is a small instrament which 
may rest on a desk and is called the 
telescribe. While the telephone is 
being used this instrumeat, started by 
the pressing of a button, is recording 
the conversation on a wax cylinder. A 
needle attached to a delicate dia- 
|} phragm at the end of a receiver in- 
seribes the vibrations upon a wax cyl- 
inder, is sent to a typist and is run 
oft like any other phonograph record, 
the typist transcribing the conversa- 
tion on a sheet of paper. This may be 
kept for reference, If the speaker's 
voice is desired to be preserved the 
wax record may be kept. Mr. Edison 
says that the instrument could be at- 
tached to any telephone and that it 
would record conversations with the 
speakers even 3,000 miles apart. In 
business houses the telescribe is ex- 
pected to be of much value. When a 
yson called for is out of his office 
son calling him may speak his 
message and it will pe -ecorded on the 
wax cylinder so he may read it whea 
he returns. It will be valuable to 
newspaper reporters who obtain inter- 
views or statements by ‘phone, and to 
the persons interviewed, and it is ex- 
pected to be of great service in/court 
cases, Where in the past it has been 
almo impossible to use telephone 
mess s as evidence, .

Interesting Information About the 
Tuber and Its Cultivation 
Everybody may think he or she 
knows the potato, but. a perusal of 
Pamphlet No. 2, issued by the Pub- 
lications Branch, Department of Agri- 
culture, Ottawa, upon the Solanum 
tuberosum, will convince the same he 
or she that there is much to learn, A 
reprint from the Agricultural Gazette, 
official mouthpiece of the department, 
the pamphlet is a Wollection ot articles 
of superiative worth.

The Situation ie Ve Very Clearly Set 
Forth by a Western Lady 
(Editor's Note.—Out in the west 
there is an elderly lady living on a 
farm who has never spent a cent with 
the mail order houses! This sensible 
person has bought all her goods from 
local merchants because she hag real- 
ized that her interests and theirs are 
identical. Canadian Grocer heard of 
her and decided that it would be in- 
teresting if she could be induced to 
give her reasons for patronizing the 
home mercnant. In reply she has writ- 
ten what she believes to be the way 
that merchants can encourage farm- 
ing customers to forget the mail order 
habit. In her letter a suggestion is 
made that country merchants would 
benefit by the services of efficiency 
experts who would call on the coun- 
try merchants and explain the work- 
ings of new systems, ‘methods, etc, 
thus helping the country merchant 
to be better equipped to combat mail 
order competition. The suggestion is 
a@ good one, but this very plan has 
been followed out for many years past 
by the trade journals, Mail order com- 
Peition has been discussed from all 
angles, new methods, adopted by 
dealers have been explained. Sug- 
gestions covering all phases of the 
country merchant business have been 
discussed time and time again, It is 
doubtful if any corps of organizers or 
efficiency men could begin to benefit 
the retail merchant to the extent 
which has been accomplished and will 
in future be accomplished by the 

trade journal). 


There is a great deal of discontent 
these times in small country towns 
and villages over the decreasing local 
business done and tne increasing 
trade going to the big mail order 
houses. This is becoming a serious 
issue in many districts, and any su3- 
gestions that will help to put things 
on a pette footing ought te be wel- 
comed by storekeepers and farmers 
alike. There is no doubt that in days 
gone by the country stores were very 
profitable. There was litile competi- 
tion, and they could charge what they 
liked. The farmer felt this, but had 
no resource but to buy loc ally, Now, 
however, with increased railway facill- 
ties, or a parcel post, they can trade 
in the city with the mail order house 
where they get greater choice and 
where the prices are sometimes less 
j than in the country store. And after 


all, farmers are liuman, or want to 
buy as cheaply as they can. 

They probably have not realized 
that by deserting their home store,

Back to the land! For a goodly 
mumber of years throughout the 
Jength and breadth of Canada edi- 
torial writer have been devoting 
veritable rivers of ink to the send- 
ing forth of this message. Bankers, 
business men, money magnates and 
all those who realize that a nation’s 
welfare depends upon the _ farmer, 
have taken up and reiterated this 
cry. 

Yet, though all of varied Europe, 
Great Britain, the United States, 
have sent large bodies of immi- 
grants, in numbers ever increasing 
year by year, Western Canada still 
offers for the asking, millions of 
fertile acres. Of this unoccupied 
territory one of the greatest stretclies 
is the Peace River District. -Within 
its confines every man, woman and 
child from battered, beleaguered Bel- 
gium might find a home and there 
each man could own a quantity of 
Jand that, compared in area’ with 
his former holdings, would seem to 
him stupendous, 

In addition to the demand of back 
to the land a protest has been raised 
Fecently by economists against the 
prevalence of wheat mining which 
has long marked the three prairie 
provinces, The fertile acres on both 
sides of ths Peace, which are as yet 
scarcely more than surveyed, can 
fulfil the land demand of hundreds 
of thousands of men and too, offer 
a soil that is peculiarly adapted to 
mixed farming, which the econoin- 
ists want, and which is the greatest 
and most lasting form of agricul- 


ture. 
The district of the Peace com- 
prises a tract of forty millions of 


arable land through which runs the 
river of that name, a stream as wide 
as the Mississippi and navigable for 
some six hundred miles, It enters 
the plains through the Pouce Coupee 
Valley on the west and passes, out 
at Fort Vermilion, and with its tri- 
butaries effectually drains the entire 
area. 

The outbreak of the European war 
causing millions of men to forsake 
their ordinary callings has terribly 
depleted the number of agricultural 
laborers upon that continent. And

So that Canada, as never 
before had open to her a collosal 
market which will accept the pro- 
duce from every tilled acre of her 
soil. 


With this fact in view the posst- | 


bilities of the land of the Peace are 
worthy of examination. For many 
years wheat with as high an average 
as forty-five bushels to the acre has 
been grown in and around Fort Ver- 
milion, some six hundred miles north 
of the nearest railway. Statistics 
given to the Alberta government in 


the year 1908 showed that between | 


forty and forty-five thousand bush- 
els of wheat had been 
Kort Vermilion and there ground into 
flour.

Company have for the past twenty 


years operated a flour mill with a, 


capacity of twenty-five Larrels a day. 
lt is the most northerly milling plant 
in the American continent and there 
is only one other {in the entire world 
that even nearly approaches its lo- 
cation in latitude.

from the north has never been fig- | 


ured in the crop statisiics of either 
of the provincial or of the Dominion 
governments, The reason for this ts 
that it was grown, milled and con- 
gumed north of latitude 58, and there- 
fore does not figure in the supply of 
wheat from Western Canada.

‘ However, the country is not adapt- 
ed alone to the growing of grains, 
Garden vegetables of the finest qual- 
ity are to be found during the sum- 
mer months and small fruits, includ- 
ing even strawberries, have been 
raised less than three hundred miles 
south of the Arctic circle. At the 
government experimental station at 
they have grown 
of vegetable, including 
asparagus, corn and tomatoes, as 
well as the hardier kinds. While 
the corn and tomatoes do not always 
ripen fully, the superintendent has 
produced some remarkable  speci- 
mens and of the other vegetables, 
whatever have grown and matured, 
have reached a degree of greater 
perfection than in countries far to 
the south. 

To one who has never inquired as 
to the why and wherefore, these 
statements seem to be a trifle out- 
rageous.

Wheat Crop of Western Canada Suf- 
ficient to Feed a Population of 
34 Millions 

It is a notable fact that the wars 
are more productive of record wheat 
prices than is famine, Records of 
wheat prices in England, going back 
as far as 1640, show that the highest 
prices prevailed during war periods. 
This was most noticeable during the 
period of the Napoleonic wars (1793- 
1815). In 1812 the average price of 
wheat in “ingland was $3.65 a bushel, 
which is the highest recorded in Brit- 
ish history, and for fifteen years the 
average annual price never fell below 
$1.76. In order to appreciate what 
these figures meant it must be remem- 
bered that the average earning pow or 
of the individual a hundred years ago 
was only a fraction of what it is to 
day. 

The nations now engaged in war are 
among the greatest wheat producing 
countries of the world, as is shown by 
the folfowing statistics glving their 
production for the year 1913:

The production of the British colon- 
les is not included imthe above state- 
ment, as it will not be reduced by the 
war, and the grain crop of Japan is 
omitted for the same reason. Serbia's 
crop is compari.tively small, and is 
not included., Neithe.s do these totals 
include the Aneat production of Tur- 
key and Italy. 

The falling off in production in 
these countries on account of the war 
can only be estimated, but if it should 
bé placed at the moderate average of 
25 per cent., it will result in a wheat 


shortage for 1915 of over eee ee 


bushels. 

Throughout Canada a great effort is 
being made to supply this shortage. 
Canada could in herself easily supply 
the entire shortage if enough labor 
and equipment could be brought to 
bear, but this is manifestly impos- 
sible. According to a Dominion gov- 
ernment report there are 320,173,195 
acres of arable agricultural lands in 
Canada not yet occupied, and of the 
land occupied there are still 73,777,065 
acres whick have not been brought 
under cultivation, If this enormous 
area were under crop, the world would 
face a surplus instead of a shortage. 

But although it is not possible in a 


single season to bring all the fertile | 


land of Canada under cultivation, won- 
derful things are being accomplished. 
Estimates of the increased wheat area 
in the three great wheat-producing 
provinces—Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
end Alberta—vary from 15 to 40 per 
cent. No doubt 20 per cent. would be 
accepted asa conservative general 
estimate. The area under wheat in 
these three provinces last year was 
9,336,400 acres. An increase of 20 per 
cent. will mean an idditional 1,867,090 
acres under wheat in 1915. Wheat 
crops in these provinces for the last 
ten years have given cn average yield 
of 19 bushels per acre. If the present 
crop is merely an average crop, the 
increase will result in an increased 
production of $5,475,000 bushels. The 
average consumption of wheat per 
seuc is said to be 6%4 bushels, so that 
Western Canads's extra production 
this year cn the above basis will feed 
5,675,000 people. ‘The entire wheat 
crop of Western Canada will be suf- 
ficient to feed a population of ap- 
Lroximately 34 millions. 


Potash Deposits in Utah 


Important Discovery in Utah Means 
Much to the United States 

Extensive deposits of alunite, a pot- 
ash-bearing mineral, have been dis- 
covered near Marysvale, in Southern 
Utah, They are high up in the Tus- 
har range, outcropping on the crest of 
a ridge that leads from the main di- 
vide at an elevation of approximately 
11,100 feet above sea level and ex- 
tends down to about 9,900 feet, the 
lower end being 4,000 feet above the 
raflroad at Marysvale. 

A recent report of the United States 
geological survey states that outside of 
Germany there ‘s no known commer- 
cial supply of potash salts. The im- 
portation of these salts in round num- 
bers for the three years of 1912, 1913 
and 1914, has averaged 685,000,000 
pounds in quantity and $11,000,000 in 
value. These figures, however, repre- 
sent only a part of the potash salt. 
entering the United States, as they do 
not include the imports of salts used 
as fertiilzers. The quantity of this 
class of material imported for con- 
sumption in the United States during 
the same period lfis averaged about 
700,00 tons, valued at $4,300,000 an- 
nually. Thus it ig apparent that the 
annual importations of potash salts 
exceed $15,000,000, all of which has 
been stopped owing to the British em- 
bargo on the German supply of pot- 
ash, The United States government 
has sent out men into every state of 
the Union prospecting for these de- 
posits, and it is repgrted that potash 
has been discovered in several other 
states
